The library has been open every Saturday but one. 

Cards have been given to two hundred twenty-two persons, to 
whom the librarian has issued four thousand five hundred fifty-nine 
books, classified as follows: Fine Arts, 59; Religion, 19; Natural 
Science, 83; Biography, 122 ; Sociology, 32; Periodicals, 10; Poetry, 
42; Fiction, 3,608; ‘Travels, 233; History, 228; Uiteratine aa 
Useful Arts, 58; References, 7. : 

The volumes in the library now number four hundred fifty-five. 
Of this number four were a gift from Mr. Jas. N. George, ten from 
from Miss Adah S. Peaslee, and fourteen from Rev. William Carey 
Whitaker.

TEACHERS. 


Miss Ida V. Thayer had charge of school No. | the entire school 
year. This teacher quietly but quickly gained the goodwill of her 
pupils, and by untiring and intense application to duty, coupled with a 
conscientious devotior to sound principle, made a success. 

School No. 2 was taught the first two terms by Miss Josephine 
Eaton, who secured good results through patient, apt and skillful 
teaching. ‘The third term was taught by Miss Jennie Childs, who well 
sustained the good reputation of the former teacher. 

The teacher in school No. 3, for the last two terms, was Miss 
Jessie Spencer, who had had ten years’ experience. ‘This lady came 
with good recommendations as a disciplinarian and as a thorough and 
painstaking teacher. The school, when placed under her charge, was 
in a badly demoralized condition, but she commenced in a business- 
like manner, quickly securing good discipline, taking command at the 
very outset, and never losing her grip in the least. The acquiring of 
knowledge by the pupils the first term was slow, as might be expected, 
but they gained gradually, and during the second term made good 
progress. This teacher is very conscientious and as true as steel to 
her rightly chosen profession, and if she could continue for a few years, 
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would put the school upon a higher plane than it has been for a long 
time. 

Miss Fanny Williams was teacher in school No. 4, where she had 
previously taught and given general satisfaction to the people in this 
section. Here are only a few pupils, but they made very good progress 
for children of their ages. 

School No. 5 was under the guidance of Miss Carrie Hill, and 
well was it guided. A bond of affection seemed to exist between this 
teacher and her young pupils, who helped greatly in their own advance- 
ment, each seeming to vie with the other to. see how well they could 
do. Singing in this school and in No. 3 merits much praise. 

School No. 6 was also somewhat demoralized, but it was, placed 
under the supervision of Miss Bertha. Foote, a young lady of broad 
culture and long experience in teaching. She was a first-class disci- 
plinarian, an intensive, rapid and thorough teacher. She soon brought 
order out of chaos, and after eight short weeks had the best exhibition 
of any school in town. ‘The School Board would gladly have retained 
her services, but she left to take charge of a High school, where she 
received larger wages than we could afford to pay her. ‘The two last 
terms were under the instruction of Miss Annie W. Wentworth. ‘This 
was her first attempt at teaching, and taking the place of so able a 
predecessor, it was a hard position to fill, but she showed from the 
start that she was a natural born teacher and a good disciplinarian, one 
who could govern and teach at the same time. One great help to this 
teacher is, she never seems to have the least misgiving as to the suc- 
cess Of whatever she undertakes. ‘The pupils have made commend- 
able progress through the entire year. 

We have spoken well of these teachers, but everything being 
relative in this world, we mean that they have fought extremely well, 
considering the conditions with which they have had to contend. 


SCHOOL ROOMS. 


The Hygiene of the rooms should be closely looked after by the 
teachers. ‘They should always be kept clean, have a large supply of 
pure air, and be kept at a healthy temperature, physicians say about 
68°. ‘The pupils should be atught to grow erect, graceful and strong. 
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The teachers should know enough of Physiology to quickly detect the 
tendencies of any pupil to physical defects and have skill enough to 
apply the proper remedial exercises. In the upper room of the Centre 
schoolhouse some complaint has been made about the back part being 
cold,—this surely ought to be remedied ; the lower room is said to be 
all right in this respect. 


MUSIC AND ATHUETICS: 


The time has come when it is necessary to have instrumental and 
vocal music in the schools. Will the District help us? Gymnastics 
-have become absolutely necessary ; all help teach the pupils mentally 
and physically and relieve the dryness and inaction of the text books. 
To obtain, in this fierce age of competition, and be able to take our 
discounts easily, we must be on top. 


GENERAL REMARKS. > 


About one-eighth of the children in the United States are sent to 
private schools and the number is fast increasing. What kind of a 
country shall we have in the near future if the private schools supplant 
the public ones, as they surely will to a great extent, unless we make 
the public ones better than the private. Whatever is done should be 
for the good of the whole, not for the interests of the few. We must 
raise our public schools to such a standard that no one will care to 
send their children to private ones. In the better training of children 
is the broader understanding between the school and the home. ‘The 
responsibility must be shared between them. ‘There should be frank, 
frequent and full conferences between parents and teachers. ‘The 
teacher often sees points in a child that the parent does not. ‘The 
parent often knows traits which the teacher overlooks. Now both 
teacher and parent may be equally honest, but they are obliged to 
judge from different standpoints. ‘The parent has the advantage, for 
to really know children, we must live with them. Parents often oppose 
the school, because they judge of it from conditions of which the 
teacher is ignorant; then such conferences are actually necessary 
for good success. When parents uphold their children in doing wrong, 
and criticize the teacher, the school not only suffers, but the founda- 
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tions of the children’s characters are weakened. As a general thing, 
the training and discipline which is to shape the child’s after life, is 
given before the age of ten years; then how necessary it is that the 
impressions made during those years should be by teachers of the 
broadest culture and the best principles. We should try to make the 
early years as strong, rich and full of resources as we can, but let us do 
it in an intelligent way. 

It would have been a great advantage to our schools the past 
year, if they could have been better graded, but the School Board did 
not think it advisable, as the pupils were widely scattered and the 
amount of money we had to use so small. Under existing circum- 
stances, all we could do was to bring about the best results which could 
be obtained through the united work of teachers and pupils in the 
limited time given to class recitations, but it is the firm belief of the 
Board that some improvement is necessary and possible. We must 
find some way to have fewer classes, so the teachers can have more 
time to each class, and we must have less absences and tardiness, for 
these are a heavy drag upon any school. 

Parents and pupils, if you wish to get the advantage of a large 
amount of desirable work from your teachers, you must show them by 
word, deed and action that you appreciate their efforts in your behalf, 
always recollecting that it is accuracy, rapidity and the know-how that 
counts in this age. ‘Teachers, you, too, must keenly realize that, to 
have your services in demand, you must keep abreast of the times by 
constant study and intelligent observation. 

Generally speaking, we can say that in all of the schools, teachers 
and pupils have worked in harmony, and more success has been 
achieved, both individually and in each school as a whole, than in the 
previous year, and your School Officers sincerely hope that this spirit 
of unity and the desire to elevate our schools may continue to grow 
until the schools of Plaistow shall take high rank among the schools of 
the State. “In union there is strength.” ‘The teachers have done 
satisfactory work in their respective schools, but still more uniformity 
of work is desirable, and more originality of thought is to be sought for 
and secured from the pupils. ‘This can be done by the simplest 
questioning. The pupils must be led to see and think for themselves. 
The intellectual faculties of the child should be thoroughly trained. 
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The power of fixing their attention should be developed, the memory 
should be strengthened, and in all things their enthusiasm should be 


kept aroused. If we neglect the education of the children, we invite: 


the destruction of the nation, and yet, we may give all heed. to the 
training of the young, and through superficial acquirements only 
hasten its doom. ‘The character of the education is the great thing, 
for while we would instruct every youth clearly, exactly, to ask all of 
the whys and wherefores, to dig deep, to explore everything that comes 
under their observation to the very roots, we would strongly impress 
upon their minds the moral values of life. Our schools must provide 
the general training for citizenship, and to do that successfully, they 
must teach the coming men and women to measure things at their 
true value. The small amount of knowledge gained in our schools 
will fade away in a great degree as other interests absorb the life, but 
the thoughts which are impressed upon the young mind in these early 
years will shape to a great extent all that will follow. We should strive 
to make the pupils morally truthful, faithful, honest, reverent, charitable 
and just, and try to deeply impress upon their minds that the great 
elements of success in any pursuit, in all parts of the world are the 
same, namely: Steadiness of purpose, application, temperance and 
grit, united with true Christianity.
